And the several State,
County, and Judicial District officers, members of the
Senate and House of Representatives of the State, and
Representatives in the Congress of the United States,
shall be elected at the annual election next preceding
the expiration of the term of each of the said officers
respectively ; and that on the year when a President and
Yico President of the United States are to bo chosen, a
number of electors of President and Vice President of
the United States, equal to the number of Senators and
Representatives to which this State may be entitled in
the Congress of the United States, shall be elected at
said election.
